UMAS must have started in delight ' 
if, in his search for the strange, . 
adventurous and dramatic interludes of 
the historic pageant, he came across the 
traces of one Dossonville. This person 
began his breathless career before the 
French Revolution of 1789, and was 
earried on its swollen waves through/ many 
violént. tempests, finally ending his days 
high and dry under the restored Bourbon 
dynasty. In that hazardous epoch, he 
flashes his meteoric way through that 
theatrical scene, acting his part as 
conspirator, confidant of the Committee 
of Public Safety, terror-baiter, and police 
agent under the Empire, without a pause. 
The famous saying of another actor in the 
atest drama staved by man, “ L’audace, 
'mudace; et toujours Vaudace,’’ was the 
unspoken watchword of this soldier of 
fortune, brother in blood and spirit of that 
other musketeer. 

Born of parents ignored by history, 
Dossonville spent his youth as valet to the 
Count de Salaberry, and troubled himself 
about neither past nor future. Suddenly, 
a determination. to see life seized him, | 
and, with a supreme confidence in his 
stars, he threw himself into the world. 
Nothing came to him amiss. Living every 
moment at its intensest, he was always 
good-humoured, keen, inexhaustiblys gay, 
on the alert for changes in the afiairs of 
the day and able to profit by them. The 
Revolution found him installed in a café 
in the Cour deé Miracles, surrounded by 
a clientéle of the best wits and politicians 
of a time when both classes were bred fast. 
With customary optimism, he acclaimed it 
loudly, harangued and gained the public 
confidence. | 


SEPTEMBER MASSACRES. 


Soon afterwards Dossonville was in the 
National Guard, an ardent supporter of 
Lafayette (who was then a Mond so idol), 
and a voluble revolutionary. The following 
year matters changed , and the Court 
became the object of his attentions. 
Zealous loyalist, he undertook a secret 
mission to England for Louis XVI., and 
thence returned for the 10th of. August, 
when he took part in the defence of the 
Tuileries, was arrested and suffered 
eclipse. Having escaped the guillotine, 
he was imprisoned in the Abbaye, whence 
by his unceasing exertions he gained 
release just before the September massacres 
took place. 

Already he had lived through more than 
most mei accomplish in a lifetime, but 
for him a mere period of truce ensued. | 
He observed the situation, took his 
hcarings and entered into Republican 
Society. No intrigue existed that he 
ignored. He knew everyone and every- 
thing, and was everywhere, and, not a 
year after his imprisonmént as a known 
defender of royalty, he became the confi- 


dential man of the Committee of Public | 


Safety. With immense powers at his dis- 
posal, he possessed more authority than 
the Convention. He had the right “to 
pursue all enemies of public happiness,” 
irrespective of rank. Ail .prisons were 
open to his inspection, and he could not 
he arrested without a _ preliminary 
reference to the Committee and a detailed 
account of the accusation preferred 
against him. 


“FOR THE ISLANDS.” 


Dossonville utilised these powers 4s 
D’Artagnan might have done, to render 
services to the suspects whom. he -tracked, 
to entangle the accusations, to prolong 
inquests, so that in the end the gaime 
escaped. Some knew of the part that he 
played ; others never suspected it, but-he 
saved many. He dil mot fear his 
colleagues, as he had carefully collected 
all valuable information concerning them, 
was possessed of their secrets, and thus 
was in a position of complete inviolability. 

This dangerous game he concluded just 
' before the fall of the Terrorists. All at 
once and inexplicably, a day before the 
coup d'état of Thermidor (27th July), 
denynciations against him as an enemy 
of Robespierre poured in, and the situa- 
tion was saved. Enemies of Robespierre 
were friends of the new rulers! Dosson- 
ville spent some time in a house of deten- 
tion, recouped his strength and emerged 
into active life again—as royalist agent. 
Until September, 1797 he led-a life of 
constant intrigue. Then, arrested with a 
huge number of associates, he was 
despatched, along with General Pichegru 
and other conspirators, to Rochefort, there 
to be embarked ‘‘for the Islands’’—in 
other words, the French penal settlements. 

It was net a pleasant voyage. Dosson- 
ville, whose one weakness was an immense 
appetite, never had sufficient food. How- 
ever, he was not easily daunted, and, 
arrived at Cayenne, he conceived a plan 
of escape which he disclosed to his com- 
panions. Seven joined’ him in the 
apparently mad scheme. On one fine 
summer night he overpowered the sentry, 
led his friends to the shore, and pushed 
them into a canoe which he had been 
watching for some days. The fugitives 
were on the wide ocean by dawn, scantily 
prepared for the voyage, which lasted 
eight days. At length they were merci- 
fully thrown up on a friendly coast, after 
a week without food. The experience 
remained a horrible memory to Dossonville 
twenty years later. 


THE SECRET POLICE. 


Forbidden France, he turned his atten- 
tion to the freeing of Mexico from the 
Spanish yoke. Arrived in London, he 
made arrangements with the secretary of 
the Miranda; but, unfortunately, English 
authority borrowed his idea, and: he set 
out for Spain in order to inform the 
Government of the danger threatening the 
colony. When next heard of, he was a 
prisoner of Austria, and he found his way 
to France after the Treaty of Lameville. 

Napoleon put Dossonville to organise 
the secret police, but in his zeal the first 
conspirator whom-he brought to light was 
his ancient comrade, Pichegru, again on 
treason bent; and Dossonville was 
_condemned of high treason for abetting his 
escape. Only his opportune information 
concerning the affairs of his betters saved 
him from execution. 

With the Restoration, he was made a 
Commissioner of Police, and became 
immensely popular in his district, where 
the rumour of hi; extraordinary life added 
laurels. to his crown. Finally, in this state 
he died, leaving behind him a legend 
gathered only from the researches of some 

ew persistent historians. What the full 
tale would be is beyond imagination 
Here was the making of ten romances. 
Particularly in our sceptical age, when 

days of old have fallen in*such dis- 
credit that they seldom have the honour 
of a passing glance, is it refreshing to 
recall the career of this resourceful and 
multifarious adventurer.

'. A short while ago a complaint appeared 
in the “Diary” about the neglect of 
some of the beauty spots near Dublin, 
rticularly-those in the Lucan direction. 
The Salnion*Leap must be included ; for a. 
very pretty pathway runs alongside the 
river here, with charmifg views of the 
picturesque surroundings, yet except for 
the fishermen casting their lines into the 
aceful stream the plate is nearly always 
serted. The village of Leixlip, in its 
wooded hollow, shows signs of the 
prosperity of former days in some sub- 
stantial, ivy-clad honses. An old verse 
describes it thus: 
Though Leixlip is prowd of its close shady 
bowers, ' 
Its clear falling waters and murmuring cas- 
cades, 
Its groves of fine myrtle, its beds of sweet 
flowers, 
Its lads so well dressed and its sweet pretty 
maids, 
The Castle is said to date from the days 
of Henry II.; here the Bruces camped 
with their armies in 1317 and here King 
John is stated to have slept during his 
stay in Ireland, 


Grams. . 


The advent of the ’buses caused the 
Dublin trams to quicken their speed, but 
further improvement in the service would 
result if the labour-saving devices which 
I saw recently on the trams in one of the 
Yorkshire cities were utilised. Here the 
conductor,. even when collecting fares 
during the “ rash ” hours, mast return to 
the platform to stop and -re-start the car; 
in Yorkshire several devices make that un- 
necessary. Communication with the 
driver is obtained by means ofa cord so 
artanged as to be available inside the car. 
as well as on the platform. On top every 
car has a sliding window from which the 
conductor’ may overlook the “ near ” side 
and, with the whistle which is part of his 
equipment, signal to the driver... Again, 
judicious use is made of the. reílect- 
ing qualities of mirrors: one is so 
placed on the staircase that the 
platform may be seen from the top 
of the tram; another, on the driver's 
left, shows. him the mear of the car. In 
addition, the conductor is allowed to 
punch the.tickets.of a maximum. of two 
upstairs: passengers as they mount the 
platform. 

All these details, though small, decrease 
the time between the stopping and starting 
of the cars, thms increasing their average 
speed and providing for a better and more 
efficient service. 

Inéidentally; it may. be mentioned that 
a Prominent official of ‘the above tramways 
recently took over a post at Belfast to 
peorganise the services there. 


Loughlinstown. 


A cerrespondent writes:+The refer- 
ence in the “Diary” te “The Kil- 
ruddery Hunt” is interesting because 
it describes hunting over country in which 
such a feat would now be impossible, but 
which at that time was wild and un- 
eiclosed. Loughlinstown was then the 
centre of a great hunting district, and 
in the village was a well-known inn 
irequented by huntsinen and owned by one 
Owen Bray, himself a keen devotee of the 
sport. According to Dr. Ball’s ‘‘ History 
of the County of fPublin,” this hostelry 
has since been converted into a modern 
house called “ Beechwood.” Owen Bray, 
the landlord, comes into the song as being 
a member of the famous hunting party 
thus commemorated, the song itself having 
been written a few days after the hunt 
by an actor and singer named Thomas 
Mozeen, who first sang-it in the house 
of one of the participants on Bachelor’s 
Walk. The song, which describes a chase 
through Carrickmines, Shznkill and Bray, 
ending in the sea at Dalkey, must appeal 
to all ‘‘ jolly sportsmen’’ who like to hear 
of “lads and of horses, and dogs that 
ne’er tire.’’ : 


A utographs. 


The latest way of collecting autographs 
origimated at Sandwich during the British 
amateur golf championship, which took 
place a short time ago. The system was 
again in evidence last week at Dollymount 
during the Irish ‘ Close ”’ Every com- 
petitor had a badge to show that he was 
competing. The brilliant idea then 
flashed into the mind of the autograph 
collector to get all his opponents to sign 
his badge with name and date.

An Ulster Parish. 


An excellent example has been set to 
parish clergymen throughout Ireland by 
the Very Reverend W. P? Carmody, Dean 
of Down, in his various writings concern- 
ing local and ecclesiastical history. The 
latest publication from his pen is a 

Ban “History of the 
Parish of Knock- 
breda’’—a most in- 
terésting little book 
about the parish in 
which the Dean has 
ministered ‘‘for ten 
happy years.” As all 
Northern readers 
know, Knockbreda is 
a suburb of Belfast, 
with a quaint old 
village. Unhappily, 
perhaps, it now is 
being invaded by the 
builder. Dean Car- 
| mody remarks that 
“it will soon be a part of the city, whose 
growth cannot be stopped.” - . 

The old church of Knock Columbkill,’ in 
Breda, wassfound to be in ruins in 1622, 
but a hundred years later it must have 
been repaired and made fit for use, for so 
it was found in 1733.. The present parish 
church, however, was built a few years 
later. It is. a favourite subject for 
artists. 

Dean Carmody describes the many 
romantic associations of his parish from 
the days when it was O'Neill territory, 
and the later days when it passed into the 

session of the Montgo and 

amiltons, down to the days of the Great 
War. It is a notable roll of honour that 
he points to recording the service of the 
men of Breda. |

There is no figure in English Literature, 
with the exception of Shakespeare, who 
has captured the imagination of the world 
to the same extent as Byron, As,a poet 
he was inferior to at least five great 

‘English poets of his 
time, yet a library 
has been written 
around his short and 
stormy life. Since 
lis death at Misso- 
longhi in 1824, at 
the age of thirty- 
seven, controversy 
has been rouséd from 
time to time by every 
new light thrown en 
his career, It is now 
about to break, forth 
afresh with the pub- 
lication of a book 
entitl “The Life 
and Tetters of Anne Isabella, Lady 
Byron,’ by Ethel Colburn Mayne. Byron 
married, in 1815, and was separated from 
his wile inethe foHowing year. It was 
obvious to/@ll whó“knew Byron and Anna- 
bella Milbanke that their marriage was 
not likely lo survivé the clash between 
his -erratic. : uncertain temperament 
and her strait-laced and rather priggish 
mentality. “Lady Byron's case is fully 
stated in this volumé, which has an in- 
troduction by the Countess of Lovelace, 
who married Byron’s grandson, and 
has supplied the documentary evidence on 
which the ‘indictment against the poet 
rests. ; 


Faults on Both Sides. 


If Lady Byron’s story is to be taken as 
true, then her husband must have been an 
unfeeling monster. But it ig difficult to 
believe that a man. of Byron's: undoubted 
courage, loyalty and personal magnetism 
could haye been as black as he is painted 
by his wife in her correspondence. . The 
researches of modern writers, such as Mr. 
John Drinkwater, go te show that there 
were faults om beth sides, and that the 
chances of happiness. in’ such a union were 
negligible from the beginning, Readers 
of Lady Byron’s account of her married 
life would: therefore, be wel! advised to 
suspend judgment until they have. read 
the poet’s side of the-story as set forth 
by his apodogists.

A Visit to Newstead Abbey. 


The traditional home of the Byrons, 
Newstead Abbey, near Nottingham, was 
one of the religious .houses founded by 
Henry AL “to atone for the murder of 
Thomas & Becket.~It was suppressed by 
Henry VIII, and handed éver to Sir John 
Byron, an ancestor df th® poet. After 
Byron’s death the Abbey passed to other 
owners, and is now the property of a Mr. 
Fraser. This magnificent building, set in 
charming surroundings, is rich in Byronic 
associations. A friend who paid a visit 
to Newstead, last year was - conducted 
through the Abbey and grounds by a 
courteous, but very solemn, custodian. He 
was shown the tomb of the dog that Byron, 
in a famous epitaph, exalted above any 
human friend, and the “beautiful chapel 
in which the original Sir John Byron used 
to stable his horses, now restored as ah 
Anglican church. In the poet’s bedroom, 
which is preserved as it existed in his life- 
time, the custodian related how, when any 
úire calamity threatened the Byron 
family, a ghostly friar in white was wont 


} to appear in the adjoining ante-room. 


Without departing irom his studied 
solemnity, he added that Lord Byron him- 
self had received a visit from the appari- 
tion shortly before his marriage, 


Barrie to Visit “ Ghrums.” 


Everything suggests that when Sir 
J. M. Barrie goes to his native 
“Thrums”’ in September next Ie will 
have a royal reception. The Town Council 
has been busy for some time. arranging 
a reception that will make Sir James 
believe that Kirriemuir, at least, is proud 
of him. He has presented to his native 
town a sports pavilion, and it 
formally present and open it that he 
is to visit the town within the next few 
months. The date of the presentation is 
being arranged to suit Sir James Barrie’s 
convenience, 

If Sir James Barrie does not look like 
a sportsman—and be certainly does not— 
he has been all his life interested in 
one game. Cricket is one of his delights, 
and a little book of his on the game 
is now one of the prizes of the first- 
edition auctions. His speech at the 
dinner given in London to the Australian 
Visiting team in 1927 proved that. he 
kept close contact with the game even 
at the age of 67, as he was at that time. 
Sir James was born in 1860, so he is 
now in his 69th year. 


A delightful little book was published 
a few months ago by Messrs. Sampson 
Low, which every Barrie-lover will Ea 
in his possession. Under the —title 
“ Barrieland: A Thrums Pilgrimage,” 
Mr. J. A. Hamerton takes the reader on 
a tour of the Barrie country, providing 
him with much interesting information 
about Barrie’s early years in ‘‘ Thrums,”’ 
and illustrating his information with 
sixteen excellent photographs which might 
easily be used in a new edition of 
“Margaret Ogilvy,” in which book they 
would be very appropriate. So much -of 
Barrie’s work is autobiographical that 
Mr. Hamerton’s book is a useful 
addition to any Barrie collection. ‘‘Auld 
Licht Idylis,’’ ‘‘ The Little Minister,” 
and “ Margaret Ogilvy ” almost demand 
it. 


Glenarm Castle. 


Everybody who has travelled the famous 
coast road of County Antrim, writes a 
Northern correspondent, feels a pang as of 
personal sorrow when he reads in the 
“Diary” about the destruction of 
Glenarm Castle. I wonder if the 
inseription over the gateway is stall to be 
seeh. The inscription read: ‘‘ With the 
leave of God this Castle was built by Sir 
Randle McDonnell, Knight, Erle of 
Antrim, having to his wife Dame <Aellis 
O’Niel, in the year of our Lord God, 
1636. Deus. est adjutor news.” The 
curious will note the peculiar spelling of 
the words ‘‘Randle,’”’ ‘‘ Erle,’’ ‘‘ Aellis,”’ 
etc. 

Glenarm village lies about a dozen miles 
north-west of Larne, and gives entrance 
to one of the most beautiful of the lovely 
Glens of Antrim. In its old churchyard 
are the remains of a Franciscan 
monastery, -but the great attraction for 
visitors is the magnificence of the scenery 
and the limestone coast road. This cele- 
brated highway is almost perfectly smooth, 
remarkably free from blind corners and 
‘sudden turnings, and runs close to the sea 
and well under the shade of glorious high 
hills which have columns that give the 
impression of being part of one of nature's 
own cathedrals. On a good clear day you 
can discern, across the Sea of Moyle, the 
clifis of bonnie Scotland twenty miles 
away. 

A short distance outside the village, on 
the way to Carniough, a great “boulder 
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of basalt is perched on ‘another, and this 
extraordinary natural formation is aptly 


called “The Madman’s Window,’’ 
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“This Year, Next Year.....” 


In a recent tovel (‘‘ This Year, Next 
Year . , . . 4” by James Wedgwood 
Drawbell) a story 1s told which will 
amuse writers. A man wrote a story for 
a magazine, and ten years later he came 
across the story in the same magazine. 
He was just about to write to the editor 
to say that somebody has plagiarised it 
when he saw his own name attached to 
it, Another ten years passed and the 
writer having fallen on evil days, as all 
writers do, was just about to apply for 
the old age pension, when along came a 
cheque in payment for the story which 
had been published ten years earlier, and 
counting as earned incoine, deprived him 
of his pension. . 

A bitter tale; but, alas, it has that 
grain of truth which all who write will 
recognise. 


About ’Buses. 


I wonder how matiy have noted that in 
Dublin we have an infinite variety of 
motor buses. There are large “buses and 
smalt ‘buses, airy ‘buses and fume-laden 
‘buses, fast “buses, and—faster ‘buses. 
There is the smooth-running variety—such 
a blessing after a long day’s labours !— 
and there is the reverse of this, the 
rattling, jarring type that sends évery 
fibre of the body vibrating, and despoils 
one of that pleasant after-dinner feeling, 
while it can scarcely be considered an aid 
to qigestion. Then we have the “ par- 
iour ” omnibus, the brand complete with 
curtains and flowers. Some "buses display 
for the uplift of the patron all ‘kinds of 
religious symbols; while there are ‘buses 
which advertise others (firms, not ’buses), 
and others which advertise themselves. 

The other day I was in a ‘bus bound for 
a populous district on the North side of 
the city. Of a sudden’ when but half the 
journey had been completed. it drew over 
to the kerb, and came to an abrupt stop. 
It had run out of petrol, and refused to go 
further. It was not until then that I 
noticed a perverted proverb on show at the 
driver's end: ‘A car on the road,” I 
read, “is worth two in the ditch.” Quite 
so. But the irony of it all was that no 
fewer than three ’buses bound for the same 
destination passed us by while we were in 
the ‘‘ditch.”” We have that kind of a 
"bus, too. 


Isle of Man Telephone. 


The opening of telephone communication 
between the Isle of Man and Great 
Britain has particular interest for Ireland 
both North and South. The telephone 
cable, which runs to the island from the 
vicinity of Blackpool, has beeii continued 
to ‘Ballyhornan Bay, north of Ardglass, 
on the County Down coast, and early this 
month direct telephone communication will 
be available between Belfast and other 
parts of Ireland and the Isle of Man. 
The new cable across the Irish Sea, which 
was recently laid by the cable ship 
Faraday, also will be available for tele- 
grams, so that the frequent interruption 
during the .winter months in telegraph 
communication between England and Ire- 
land should be a thing of the past. Most 
of these interruptions were due to the 
co!lapse of the land lines on either side of 
the cable. In connection with the new 
cable all the land connections in Northern 
ireland, the Isle of Man and in England 
are under the ground, so that storms 
shcnld not be able to cause any damage 
or interruption. 


Ain Interesting Ship. 


The cable ship Faraday, which lay the 
new cable last month, is one of the most 
interesting vessels afloat, and has a rather 
romantic history. It is the successor of 
another vessel of the same name designed 
by Sir William Siemens, and launched in 
1274. During her fifty years of life she 
laid 50,000 miles of submarine cable in 
different parts of the world, including 
eight cables across the Atlantic. While 
occupied in this work she had several in- 
teresting experiences. On one occasion 
some submarine hills were discovered half- 
way between Ireland and America, which 
rose to a point within 250 fathoms of the 
surface from a surrounding depth of 
nearly 3,000 fathoms. In other words, 
these under-sea mountains had a height of 
about 16,500. feet, the same as that of 
Mont Blanc, the highest point of the 
Alps. These hills, which were given the 
name of the ship, are now marked on the 
Admiralty chart. On another occasion, 
when laying a cable in the Pacific, a 
hole nearly six miles deep lay in the direct 
course of the cable and had to be circum- 
navigated. The Faraday was the first big 
ship to navigate the River Amazon, South 
America, for a distance of 1,000 miles, 
when it laid a cable to Manaos.

Mr. Robinson continued. “ Surely 
you have heard that George Antheil, the 
American composer, has made a ballet-play 
out of Mr. Yeats "play, ‘The Only Jealousy 
of Emer.’ No, not ‘ jazz.” Antheil is very 
modern, but he is not ‘ jazz —if he was his 
‘Ballet Mecanique’ would not have caused a 
riot in New York. A year ago I met Antheil 
on a Paris boulevard and something prompted 
me suggest him to Yeats and Yeats to 
him. You will see the result on 15th August. 
Having heard his music, Yeats wrote to me: 
‘What he played seemied to me the only 
dramatic music I had ever heard, a powerful 
beat, something hard and herpoie, hen you 
selected Antheil I think it was divination. 
Ninette de Valois will dance it with her 
Abbey pupils. Miss Travers Smith has de- 
signed the costumes; the characters will wear 
wonderful masks made a few years ago by a 
Dutchman for a performance in Amsterdam.

The 
movement) started in Cork some time ago, 
to provide. playgrounds for the children 
of the city, Was an indication of what 
can be done in the way of providing 
alternative recreation grounds to the 
crowded thoroughfares, which formerly 
w&e the only resort for children in the 
more densely populated districts. Great 
advances have been made since that time, 
as the effort deservedly received the 
support-of all ‘sections of the community, 
and although much remains to be done, 
its success is assured, with the co-opera- 
tion and assistance ‘of the municipal 
authorities. 

A similar scheme has now been advocated 
in Waterford by District Justice 
MacCabe, before’ whom several boys were 
recently summoned for playing football 
on the public streets. Mr. MacCabe said 
that it was perfectly natura! that 
children should play ball, he had 
great sympathy with then but they 
must be kept off the streets, not only in 
the interests of the citizens, but of the 
children themselves. “ | do not know,” 
he added, “why it is that facilities for 
playgrounds for children in Waterford are 
quite insufficient, but it is only careful 
driving on the part of motorists in many 
eases that saves their lives.” H is to 
be hoped that Mr. MacCabe’s suggestion 
will be adopted, if not by the Corporation, 
at any rate by some of the local organisa- 
tions which are interested in child 
welfare.

CASHEL Sunday. 


Laudate Domine omnes gentes, laudate 
cum omnes populi. Bo a multitude of 
twenty-five thousand pligrimns at the con- 
clusion of Solemn High Mass and Papal 
Benediction on and u the shadow of the 
Rock of Cashel to-day. From all parts of 
Munster’ they had come to the historic spot 
with a dual mission: to share in the common 
joy aroused by the celébration of the 
Centenary of Catholic Emancipation, and, 
in particular, to pay tribute to the 
memory of these of their faith who, 
from St. Patrick to the dark days of the 
penal laws, had written golden s in the 
history of the famed Cashel of the Kings 
and Bishops. Three centuries have passed 
since the Sacrifice of the Mass was last 
offered on the Rock, and after many vicissi- 


tudes the stately pile had become a mass of 


ruins, but round which there lingered for 
students of Irish history tender memories of 
by-gone glories of the race. 

The old City of Cashel was | ed and 
decorated, the yellow and white of the Papal 
colours predominating, and to-day it, was 
thronged with visitors. Four special trains 
brought big contingents from Limerick, while 
other trains carried large numbets from Cork, 
Dublin, and Thurles, Special services of 
‘buses and hundreds of motor cars brought 
their contingents, and from an ‘a:riv hour 
the crowd took up position for the High 
Mass and Benediction, which marked ‘he 
crowning feature of the celebrations. 


AN IMPRESSIVE SIGHT. 


It was a wonderful sight which met the 
gaze of the Archbishop of Cashel and Emly, 
the Most Rev. Dr. Harty, when he arrived 
on the broad expamse of green sward. In 
the walled enclosure surrounding the ancient 
cathedral was gathered a densely-pac con- 
gregation. Bareheaded and reverently ex- 
pectant, they awaited the ceremonies. On 
the walls, in the windows and embrasures of 
the old buildings people were perched, while 
high overhead a number of visitors looked 
down from the top of the lefty tower, which 
rears its age-worn, honoured head like 
a watchful guardian over the stately 
pile. On the hiilside, stretching in all

On his arrival the Archbishop of Cashel and 
Emly was enented with. an address of 
welcome from the Celebration Committee. 

In a brief reply, Dr. Harty, expressing plea- 
sure at being welcomed back to the “ Throne 
of the Archbishops of Cashel,” said that, with 
the exception ef Armagh, he thought that the 
Rock of Cashel was the most sacred place in 
Ireland. © Cashel of the Kings was an inspira- 
tion to all hrishmen, and especially te the 
people of their archdiocese. On that Rock 
they had many historic monuments, They had 
the stone on which St. Patrick baptised King 
Aengus. The ‘magnificent Round Tower 
recalled golden days of Ireland’s faith 


' MEMORIES. 

In King Cormac’s Chapel they had the 
most striking architheteen! example of Irish 
Romanesque. The glorious cathedral recalled 
the glorious faith of many centuries of that 
archdiocese. It recalled other events that 
were not bright. It recalled the days when 
Gevald FitzGerald burned the cathedral be- 
cause he thought his eucmy, Archbishop Crea, 
was inside at the time. It recalled Inchiquin, 
who burnéd the priests and people of Cashel. 
It recalled the sad days when the sacrifice of 
the Mass was no longer celebrated, and: when 
there was lithurgical gloom within the 
cathedral. That dav had changed, and now 
the glorious chant of the Chutch was heard 
again, and the sublime Jithurgy that sur- 
rounded the Mass would be seen on that 
historic Rock. 

To one man—-the Dean of Cashel—they 
owed all that. To his zéal and devotion and 
love for the old Rock was due that gathering. 
To the Dean he offered his sincere thanks. 

An address of welcome also was presented 
to Mr. John McCormack, who was to sing 
at the Mass. and who was styled “ Privileged 
Son of the Muses.’’ i 

It was very appropriate that the priests 
CAiciniing at the Mass should be members of 
the Vranciscan Fathers, whose Order had a 
house here in the past. The altar was erected 
near the south door of the cathedral, the 
centre piece being the ancient Cross of St. 
Patrick, the shaft of which, still bearing 
traces of the “draped Christ,” rises from the 
old coronation stone, on which were crowned 
the Kings of Munster, dating from centuries 
before Christianity. Here was visible evi- 
dence of the old and new religion—the 
ancient Druid and the Christian. _ 

The Most Rev. Dr. Harty presided at the 
Mass, and the Assistants at the Throne were 
the Right Rev. Monsignor Ryan, Cabra, 
Thurles, and the Right Rev. Monsignor 
Cotter, V.G., P.P., Ennis. The Celebrant of 
the Mass was the Rev. Dermot Fatagerald, 
O.F.M., Limerick; Deacon, the Rev. Father

Tossing and eddying in the 
turbulent river of time, there flow past us 
the straws of modern error—the wild 
theories and fantastic manipulations of 
ancient heresies. Hurrying and scurrying, 
they rush ont to be lost and unheard of in 
the secret depths of the ocean of eternity. 
ERRORS. 

We would stand amused at the play if it 
were not so tragic, if it were not the cause of 
the destruction of immoftal souls. Like ou: 
early ancestors, standing on the rock of 
truth, they were not concerned with refuting 
the errors of Pelagianism and Manichaeanism 
that disturbed the early Church. They saw 
the truth and lived it. So to-day we need 
not trouble ourselves much here in Ireland 
about these new presentations of errors, long 
ago condemned by the Councils of the 
Catholic Church. For the rest, what Christ 
condemns, Rome condenms; what Rome con- 
demns, Ireland condemns. And thus we live 
our lives according to the truth, one objec- 
tive and eternal. The truth is Christ our 
King, King of the heart, of the home, and 
of the nation, presiding, as He presides here 
to-day over our assemblies, rejoicing in our 
joy, sorrowing in our sorrows; and, berause 
Gud, sustaining us in our trials. 


THE MODERN: WORLD. 

There is another Christ we must guard 
against—the Christ of the modern world; not 
the Babe of Bethlehem, not the Victim of 
Calvary, and certainly not the God of the 
‘Resurrection; but the nebulous, hazy, senti- 
mental figure of an idealised hero, without 
faith in His Divinity and without obedience 
to His Will. Certainly not He in whom, as 
the Apostle St. Paul teaches, “ dwelleth 
the fulness of the God-head corporally.” It 
is this spirit of indifference and agnosticism 
we must guard against—a spirit of rank un- 
belief even among those religious septs whe 


profess to follow Christ. 
THE PHARISEES. 

The Pharisees of old failed to stone Jesus, 
Then they changed their tactics, applauded 
him, and then tried to ensnare Him on the 
question of tribute to Cesar. The same evi! 
Spirit is abroad to-day, seeking, as St. Peter 
teaches, whom he may devour. Persecution 
has failed because the blood of martyrs is 
the seed of Christians. The method of attack 
is changed, The Church to-day is recognised 
as a great social factor in life; stereotyped 
platitudes, by way of praise and congratula- 
tions, are heaped upon her; Governments 
throw open their Parliaments to her represen- 
tatives. ‘We here in Ireland, sharing the 
sorrows and joys of our Holy Mother, have 
reesived a measure of religious freedom. The 
stones which were meant to inflict the fata! 
wounds are strewn loosely at our feet. We 
may yet be attacked by the demon of 
intellectual pride or ungodly ambition. 

PAGANISM. 
_ Prosperity, in the guise of an angel of 
light, may smile upon us to enervate our 
minds and enslave our héarts, and make them 
dull to what Pope Pius X. called “ Sensus 
Christi '—the feeling of Christ in the soul 
In a word, to separate us from Christ; to 
divorce Him from our hearts, from our 
homes, from the schools of the nation, from 
the ruling of the world; to take away His 
Gospel teaching—the only barrier to keep in 
check the tide of human passion—and giving 
instead licence to think and speak and 
act with no regard to God and little 
regard for fellowman. That is dechris- 
tianised Christianity, or modern paganism. 
Against that we must battle. 
our vocation God can and "ill “raise up of 
these stones children to Abraham.’’ The loss 
will be ours. All we have to.do is to be 
faithful to Christ, our King; faithful to our 
Christian tradition; represented here to-day as 
they were sixteen hundred years ago, when 
religion reigned supreme, as God meant it 
to reign, Cominating and reduciog to sub- 
mission at the feet of Christ all “ é of life.

Columb’s College, Derr 

celebrates the jubilee of iss foundation), the 
Most Rev. Dr. O’Kane, Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Derry, referred to the tribute paid 
by the President of the College to the fair- 
ness of-the Northern Ministry of Education 
and the courtesy of its officials, and added 
his own testimony that in the Department of 
Primary Education, as far as he knew, the 
officials in the Education Office and the staff 
of in§pectors were no less courteous and 
impartial, Continuing, Dr. O’Kane said :— 
In the matter of secondary education 
Catholics receive the same treatment as all 
other denominations. The whole system is 
frankly denominational: the schools are pre- 
dominantly, I may say exclusively, Catholic 
or non-Catholic, with teaching staffs belong- 
ing to one or other category to a man. 
Religious instryction is imparted, at rny 
rate, in Catholic secondary schools, and 
there is, or used to be, a time set apart for 
public prayer in the non-Catholic schools. 
All this is in Northern Ireland, and chese 
schools receive large grants from the Govern- 
ment, and the whole system seems to give 
general satisfaction. It worked no less suc- 
cessfully in the primary school till the 1¢w 
Education Act was passed. Then full 
Government assistance was promised cnly 
to such schools as passed out of control of 
the existing manager to belong to and he 
entirely. governed by the local authority. 
Religious instruction was no longer obligatory 
in these schools, and religious denomination 
must not he taken into account in the ap- 
pointment of a teacher. Our schools, of 
course, could not be allowed to accept such 
terms, and in return we were debarred from 
any assistance in erecting, maintaining, or 
improving them. We could, indeed, set u 

committees to manage our schools, in whieh 
the local authority must be represented, and 
then we might hope for such assistance as 
the local authority chose to give us. How 
generous this assistance would be you :nay 
judge from the fact that, by the manipula- 
tion of constituencies, our representation on 
these boards is negligible, and the boards 
generally hosttle to our claims and principles. 

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS. 

The Catholic children in Northern primary 
schools exceed by 8,000 those of any other 
religious denomination, and number no less 
than 72,143. We Catholics are penalised for 
holding fast to our religious convictions, and 
a system has been set up which, it must have 
been foreseen, would satisfy most of the other 
religious denominations, and them only. It 
was thought that popular control would mean 
in most cases control by those belonging to 
the religious denomination which already held 
the school. But now the people who accepted 
this arrangement so readily have revised 
théir views. They fear that in some places 
Catholics a be so numérous that EE sd 
control would place them in a minority. They 
now fear for themselves the result they hoped 
would hit Catholics only. They came forward 
to demand améndments of the Act, by which 
popular control will be modified and their 
own control of schools will be secured 
beyond doubt, with the added claim, of 
course, that the whole expense of these pro- 
vided schools will be paid ont of State funds 
or local rates. If these demands are con- 
ceded, our position, bad enough already, 
bécomes very much worse. The schools of 
other denominations will be~controlled, in 
name, by popular boards, in reality by «hose 
whose children frequent the school; and they 
will be maintained by the public funds, to 
which Catholics contribute. The injustice is 
so glaring that we can hardly think that even 
the Northern Government will concede these 
amendments without similar concessions to 
the Catholic conscience. (Applause.) As 
long as the Catholic religion is tolerated, it 
surely follows as a sequel that schools which 
satisfy Catholic principles and educate so 
large a proportion of the children of the 
area should be assisted no less than others 
which perform no greater service to the 
State., 

Dr. O’Kane added that he had had the 
unhappy experience in his own diocese of 
knowing to what lengths their opponent would 
go to force Roman Catholic children to 
transferred schools,

HOW TO SAVE THE IRISH 
LANGUAGE.

CANON O’KENNEDY AND THE 


PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


At the Clare Feis, in Ennis, yesterday, 
Canon O’Kennedy, President of St. Flannan's 
College, discussed the future of the Irish 
language. He said thas only through the 
medium of the national schools could the 
language be saved from éxtinction. Splendidly 
taught pupils from these schools were being 
sent to St. Flannan’s, where, for the future, 
al! subjects would be taught through Irish. 

The primary schools were thus forcing the 
secondary schools ahead with the language, 
and the secondary schoois in turn would force 
the universities ahead, and in the end the 
universities would also have to teach through 
the medium of Irish—tre official language of 
the Government and of the country. 

Clerical students sent to Maynooth from 
such colleges as St. Flamnan’s would be able 
to preach in lrish, and he foresaw the time 
when the local councils would conduct their 
proceedings in Irish and the local papers 
would have to report them in Irish. 

Mr. Patrick Hogan, T.D., said that the 
movement for the revival of the language 
would never be a real suecess until Irish 
became the 'anguage of the home and the 
natural vehicle of though! and expression. - It 
was no use teaching Irish in the schools if it 
was left at the school door. 

Mr. James Haugh, Principal of the Ring 
School of Irish, said that there was an 
organised campaign against what was known 
as ‘‘compulsory Irish.” The opposition were 
mostly the disciples of the /rish Times, who 
were foreigners in blood and creed. and 
notoriously antagonistic to the national 
aspirations,

OUTRAGES ON YUGO- - 
SLAV FRONTIER. 


NEUILLY PEACE TREATY 
DEBATED. 


Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
VIENNA, Sunday. 


Reports received here state that four 
more Bulgarians have been killed on the 
Yugo-Slav frontier, presumably by Yugo- 
Slav gendarmes. 

Even Yugo-Slavia is agitated over the 
report of theSe last killings, and the 
Agram newspaper Novosti has printed a 
story, saying: ‘‘The Bulgarian Press is 
conducting a campaign against Yugo- 
Slavia, and the Bulgarian Government in- 
tends to make an official protest against 
the Yugo-Slav State.”’ 

Two protest meetings were held along 
the frontier, one at Kalotino and the other 
at Sehlavtscheta. At both meetings the 
Bulgarians denounced the Yugo-Slav Go- 
vernment and also the Neuilly Treaty, 
which gives considerable Bulgarian terri- 
tory to Yugo-Slavia. . 

“ Bulgaria is supported in her protest 
by an enemy of Yugo-Slavia,”’ Novostt 
writes. This refers to the fact that the 
former Italian Pregs Attaché to Sofia, 
Signor Nurigianni, and the Italian 
journalist, Bentiveni, participated at the 
protest meeting, and even spoke, saying:

Frances Debts. 


The dangers of demagogy have been 
exemplifiéd in a remarkable manner by 
the conduct of the.French Chamber of 
Deputies during the last week. Three 
years ago the French debt to. the United 
States was funded by the famous Mellon- 
| earrheohamn aa which arranged for 
its reduction by nearly:fifty per cent. This 
agreemerit, however, never has been rati- 
fied by the French Parliament, and, unless 


- ratification takes place before August Ist, 


the French Government on that date will 
be required to pay to the United States 
a sum of £80;000,000, representing the 
value of ‘the American war stocks that 
were left behind in France after the 
Armistice. If the Mellon-Bérenger agree- 
ment is ratified, this sum will be included 
in the general amount of the war debt. 
The French Government and the Chamber 
alike have known from the outset that 
this payment would fall due, and on that 
account an effort was being made by M. 
Poincaré tó secure ‘ratification of. the 
Mellon-Bérenger agreement before the 
appointed date. Last week, however, there 
was a ‘completely unexpected, and most 
incident in the Chamber. 
Speaking on-some harmless motion, M. 
Franklin-Bouillou, a. noted orator and 
demagogue; suddenly propesed a resolu- 
instructing the Government to 
approach the Covernment of the United 
States with a request for postponemeat 
of the August payment until the end of 
December, in order to allow the Chamber 
to discuss the Mellon-Bérenger agreement 
in‘ the light of ‘the new conditions that 
had. been created by the adoption of the 
Young’ plan for the settlement’ of the 
reparations problem. In plain English, 
this resolution was a threat that the agree- 
ment would not be ratified if Washington 
should refuse to accede to M, Franklin- 
Bouillon’s request, M. Poincaré and M. 
Briand tried to persuade the Chamber 
against its acceptance, declaring that they 
already. had tried in vain. to:secure post- 
ponement, and that. another démarche im 
Washington would invite a snub. M. 
Franklin-Bouillon’s rhetoric, however, was 
irresistible. If the Government” had 
opposed him on a matter of confidence, 
it almost. certainly would have been de- 
feated, and the resolution was passed with 
enthusiasm.

It has Happened at A moment 
when the whole problem of war debts has 
reached a rather critical stage, and every 
friend of international understanding 
must hope that it will be forgotten as 
quickly as possible.

A Town Planning Bill. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson's 'Town-Planning 
Bill has advanced a further stage by the 
appointment oí the Senate Committee, 
under the chairmanship of Mr. Samuel L. 
Brown, K.C. The purpose of the bill is 
to establish a town-planning authority for 
the. whole of the Irish Free State. We 
have welcomed the bill already. Its pro- 
posals are sensible, and it is good that the 
Upper House of. the Oireachtas. stiould 
take the initiative in legislation. The 
Senate is designed to find a place in the 
legislative machinery of the State for 
citizens whose gifts are not those of the 
loud politician. Its members ought to be 
men of education and ‘wide practical - ex- 
perience ; and from such men a Jead in 
matters of national reconstruction well 
might be expected.. Furthermore, it has 
been, pleaded, in defence of the inaction of 
the Lower House in such vital matters as 
town-planning that the time of that 
House already is. overcrowded. Provincial 
| deputies who ‘sit for three days a week 
during some twenty-six. weeks every year 
are overburdened for the consideration of 
such topics as the uprise of new slums in 
the Dublin 
sanitation within four miles of the 
chamber in which they toil. The Senate 
can come to the rescue. Mr. Johnson's 
bill has set an example. Here, removed 
from the feyer of party. politics, a sound 
constructive measure is debated by men 
who know something of the subject which 
they discuss, . When the bill bas gone 
through the Senate and is sent to the 
Dáil, the Government ought to find. it 
convenient to bring the majority of the 


‘| Lower House to bear.and to ensure the 


measure’s speedy passage into Jaw. The 
deputies. hardly could be expected. to 
amend the measure in any substantial de- 
gree, and delay. spells the continuance of 
calamity. We trust, thereíore, that, Mr. 
Johnson's initiative will receive the en- 
couragement. that it deserves. 

The principal. effect of the Town- 
planning Bill would be the. bringing into 
being of an authorised censor of building 
and road-making schemes and kindred 
undertakings. Let the intelligent citizen 
walk through the suburbs of any of our 
cities or drive through the countryside ; 
let him view new building operations and 
coutemplate the new traffic in urban or 
rural ones. He will observe at every turn 
the. evils of anarchy. . He will see the 
main thoroughfares of the capital city of 
the Irish race ‘degraded by shoddy archi- 
tecture. He will see new slums rising and 
a new generation of children relegated to 
the debasing playground of the streets. 
He will behold the disfigurement of beauty 
spots, the stripping of wooded hillsides 
aiid the trampling under foot of Tate 
opportunities of grace and comfort. The 
dangers of the new trafic will threaten 
him at every turn, whether in city or 
village or open country. When he inquires 
what is being done to bring Irish develop- 
ment into discipline and to render it com- 
parable to the noble developments of other 
lands he will be told that he is to be 
mulcted to pay for a.‘ transporter” 
bridge across the Liffey—a structure of a 
type which has been abandoned at Duluth, 
the only place in the New World which 
ever has possessed one. It is obvious that 
the only cure for anarchy, and the only 
means to safeguard the citizen against 
futile expenditure on fantastic schemes, is 
the appointment of a censor to whom all 
reconstructive schemes may be referred. 
That censor, of course, hardly could not be 
a single individual. A collective brain 
will be necessary, although the consultative 
services of a first-rate town-planning 
expert ought to be secured. Let the town- 
planning advisory body for which Mr. 
Johnson’s bill provides be established 
during the present year, and a period will 
be set to the disfigurement of the Free 
State and the perils and discomforts of its 
roads. 


Moliere by Microphone. 
The burning question whether or not 
the ‘‘ talkie ” is to be allowed to invade 
the Comédie Francaise is consuming the 
whole of France.

The unexpected and welcome news that 
the crew of the Spanish seaplane 
Numancia has been rescued by the air- 
craft éárrier Eagle, has delighted every- 
body. When it was learned in Madrid 
that Major Franco, Captain Gallarza and 
Captain Ruiz de Alda were safe, the 
enthusiasm was unbounded, and a happy 
note was struck when a large.crowd, led 
by Captains Jiminez and Iglesias. who 
recently flew from Spain to South 
America, went to the British Embassy to 
express their thanks. The Numancia, 
which left Los Alcarares on June 21st, 
was forced to alight on the next day 
through shortage of fuel ‘some forty me 
from Fayal, and when found by 
Eagle had drifted to the vicinity of St. 
Maria. This rescue, when wé consider 
the frail construction of a seaplane, after 
seven’ days on the water, seems to “be 
almost miraculous. Major Franco, in his 
} statement to the British Admiralty, said 
i that on the morning of the rescue the 
position was extremely dangerous on 
account of the sea and wind conditions, 
and it seems that the Eagle was only 
just in time to avert disaster. Not many 
who have been forced down during an 
Atlantic: flight have had the good fortune 
to be rescued. The late Mr. Hawker, the 
first to make the attempt, like the Spanish 
fiyers, was given up as lost before it was 
learned that he had been picked up by a 
ship that carried no “ wireless.” The 
members of the Bremen crew, though they 
reached ‘land, escaped death by the 
smallest margin. If they had alighted 
anywhere in that vast area but Greenly 
Island, they must have been lost. We 
fear. that the waves and the expanses of 
Labrador will claim more. victims ‘before 
the’ Atlantic flight is as safe as a trip by 
air to Paris’ When that day comes we 
shall: rank ‘those who risk their lives to- 
day with the crews of Columbus and the 
Golden Hind.

The police are making 
arrangements to deal with very biz crowds 
all along the route, and, since the King 
and Queen are expected to appear on the 
balcony. at the Palace, big reserves will 
be stationed’ there in order to cope ‘with 
any unexpected rush.”

MacRory, the Primate of All Ireland, in the 
Cathed ral, which was filled with so of . the 
largest congregations ever seen there. 

Mullingar itself was clothed in festive garb. 
There was scarcely a house that did not fly 
flags and bunting. The streets were strung 
across with banners, welcoming the new 
bishop, and were thronged with people who 
had come from all parts of the diocese. 

TOWN. HALL MEETING. | 

The Cathedral ceremony occupied two 
hours. Subsequently, at a meeting held in 
the Town Hall, the Bishop was the recipient 
of twenty-five addresses from Councils, asso- 
ciatiots, Orders, sodalities and parishioners 
in his diocese. President Cosgrave motored 
from Dublin specially to be present at the 
consecration of Dr. Mulvany, and was one 
of the guests at the luncheon held in the 
Bishop's House. He was not present, how- 
ever at the meeting in the Town . 

At St. Finian's College, just outside Mullin- 
gar, Dr. MacRory and the new bishop were 
presented with addrésses by the clergy of the 
diocese. Dr. Mulvany was also presented 
with a, beautiful saloon motor car as a gift 
from the clergy of the diocese. 

A banquet was held in the evening at which 
the bishops and clergy were present.

THE SERMON. 

The Very Rev. P. E. Duffy, P.P., V.F., 
Oldcastle, in the course of his sermon, said 
that, as they all knew, the Church was 
changeless in her doctrine and in her teach- 
ing. They did not always realise, as they 
should, how fixed was her constitution and 
mode of government. 
developed, but in all essentials she was the 
same to-day as when Our Lord founded her 
on the Rock. What took place at Antioch 
in the days of the Apostles, when Paul and 
Barnabas weré consecrated, had happened 
that day. Dr. Mulvanny had now received the 
fullness of the priesthood. He had the power 
of ordaining other priests and consecrating 
other .bishops—a power that had been given 
by Christ, and that had continued down the 
centaries in an unbroken line of continuity. 

They might freely admit that many of the 
imposing ceremonies that they had just wit- 
nesped were wanting in the early ages,. but 
the Church, like her Divine-Founder, wisely 
made use of those sensible material signs and 
those. symbolic rites to impress upon them 
all a high idea of the functions of a bishop 
and of the duties that he is called upon to 
discharge. Each of the ap insignia— 
the crozier, the Ring, the Book of Gospels, 
the mitre, the gloves, and the anointi 
taught its own peculiar lesson. Not mae, 
then, not without due preparation had Dr. 
Mulvanny been seated in his Cathedral 
chair. The Church, from her long experi- 
ence, knew the difficulties: that may arise 
and the dangers that may have to be faced, 
and, therefore, she had generously unlocked 
her treasury and poured out upon him, 
in full measure, her choicest blessings, 
Dr. Mulvanny knew also that there. was 
not in the Chuch that day a body. of priests 
and people more loyal to ecclesiastical 
authority than those of his native. diocese. 

A new chapter opened in the history of 
their diocese that day, concluded Father 
Dufiy, and God gant that when it came to 
be written it would be a record of solid 
achievement, not unworthy to be placed side 
by side with the brightest pages of the 
glorious past.

CASE TO BE TAREN TO 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


Speaking at a National League demonstra- 
tion in anama, County Tyrone, on 
Saturday, Mr. Cahir Healy, one of the 
Nationalist members of the Northern Parlia- 
ment, said that the Northern Government had 
no policy, no outlook and no vision. It 
seat not be long unfit. the Protestant peop’ 
were more disgusted with the Northern Parla 
ment than were the Irish Nationalists with 
the Imperial Parliament. The National 
League was out to lift the vail from the ugly 
face of intolérance. 

To-day Northern Unionists did not know 
where they stood, because a new figure 
bearing a red flag had at in the leader- 
ghip at Westminster. e Nórthern National- 
ists would have to paddle their own canoe, 
because they were not wanted in Northern 
Ireland or the Free State. If the Northern 
Parliament was the end of the way most of 
them would despair; but they intended to 
give the League of Nations an opportunity of 
expressing an opinion on the oppression of the 
minority in Northern Ireland 

NORTHERN TAXATION. 

Mr. Joseph Devlin, M.P., said that many 
pecple did not know that 75 per cent. of the 
taxation of Northern Treland was collected by 
the British authorities. Their legislation in 
Northern Ireland was fashioned on and 
copied from the lines laid down by the 
British Parliament, and, indeed, except in 
small matters of infinitesimal importance, 
they were governed from London, and not 
from Belfast. It was, therefore, imperative 
that they should have representation in the 
Imperial Parliament, and he and his col- 
leagues would do all in their power to see 
thet their interests would not be neglected. 

Mr. Harbison, M.P., also spoke. 

THE PENAL CODE. 

The Rev. Eugené Coyle, P.P,, said that 
they had all read of the magnificent cele- 
brations in Dublin last week. They were 
splendid; but there was a skeleton at the 
feast—namely, that the Catholics of the Six 
Counties were not yet emancipated, and that 
act stared the world in the face.

Attendances on the July Course do. net 
justify at present the expense of installing 
an automatic machine. The principle, how- 
ever, is the same, and for ‘the first time in 
the history of the British Turf the book- 
makers will be faced with competition. The 
monopoly which they have enjoyed for cen- 
turies has gone the way of other monopolies— 
swept aside in the march of progfess. 

It will be interesting to see whether or not 
the public will take to the machine as a 
duck takes to the water. Probably not. In this 
broad-minded country, however, everything 
ig given a fair trial, and the totalisator will 
have one. 

GRADUAL SUCCESS. 

I do not antici that, to begin. with, it 
will be a screaming success, and it is likely 
that its development will be gradual. Pro- 
bably at first it will only attract the small 
better, but the moment it is seen that the 
odds are better than those offered by the 


Ring the public will flock to it. 


In the course of time it will inevitably 
bring about great changes in racing ~ condi- 
tions in the country. One of them probably 
will be in the direction of contzielined racing. 
Several smal) meetings. will go. by the board. 
T am not referring to what we call the 
country meetings, but. to certain others which 
owing to heavy capitalisation and one thing 
and another provide only poor sport at a 
price far above its value. 

One could reel off the names of a dozen 
such meetings that could well be dispensed 
with, and their dates given to better equipped 
courses in the same wone. In the whole 
South Coast of England, for instance, there 
is hardly a racecourse worthy: of the. name. 
Brighton, for. example, is an . antediluvian 
travesty; yet the South Coast during the 
months of July, August and part of Sep- 
tember has a population running into many 
hundreds of thousands—a holiday population, 
too, with the time and inclination and the 
money to go racing, if only they could with 
a reasonable degree of comfort and at a 
reasonable price. 

CHANGES FOR THE BETTER, 

One can anticipate great changes for the 
better from the ath of the totalisator, but 
they will take time. That they will come is 
as certain as anything can be. The best 
argument in favour of the totalisator is that 
everywhere it is mm operation—granted, of 
course that there is a sufficient population 
interested—racing is prosperous, stakes are 
higher, the cost of running is less to owners, 
and the comforts provided for the public are 
greater, ' 

Racing on the July Course at Newmarket 
when the weather is fine is as pleasant 
as anything we have in the course of the 
season. The July Stakes seldom fails to draw 
some of the hest two-year-olds. 

Lord Woolavington’s Press Gang was 
beaten by Blenheim in the New Stakes at 
Ascot, but a photograph I have seen of the 
for that race shows him to have heen 
badlv interfered with at the start, which 
would account for his having failed to justify 
his high home reputation. It is not, how- 
ever, intended to run him again before 
(00d wood, 

Few two-year-olds at Ascot made such an 
impression as the Aca Khan’s Tetratema colt 
Teacup, who won the Windsor Castle Stakes, 
and he is a certain runner for the July Stakes. 
T imagine it will take a really good one to 
extend him. 


ATHFORD AND FAIRWAY. 

I believe that Fairway is likely to run for 
the Princess of Wales’s Stakes on Thursday. 
Good opinion as I have of Athford it is hard 
to see him beating Fairway at 9]b., so I am 
afraid there will not be the same excitement 
attaching to the race this time as there was 
a few season ago when Colorado knocked the 
reputation of Coronach into smithereens. 

The July Cup on the same afternoon may 
be a remarkably interesting race if it is 
decided to start Tiffin. It is intended to 
start Royal Minstrel for this race, which is 
over six furlongs. and a meeting between the 
4-year-old son and the 3-year-old daughter 
of Tetratema would be a sight for the gods. 
Tiffin won twice over six furlongs last year, 
but the only race she has had this season— 
the Fern Hill Stakes at Ascot—was over five. 

Sir Cosmo might be another interesting op- 
ponent for Royal Minstrel. Although Sir Cosmo 
only won by a narrow margin at Ascot, he is

I am not sure, but I think Higgs once rode 
five winners in afternoon. now Trig 
did more than once, and both Archer an 
Fordham have six winners in one day ta 
their credit. In the sixth race in which Fox 
rode yesterday: his mount, Icy Lass, was last 
all the way. Threé of his winners came from 
the Beckhampton stable, and a fourth was 
W: M. G. Singer’s Coster Boy, who 
tuok the chief prize of the afternoon, the 
June Rose Handicap. 

Coster Boy was very narrowly beaten ly 
Brown Jack in the Salisbury Cup, and both 
Lord Carnarvon’s filly, Mura, and the 
penalised Old Orkney, were better favourites 
this time. Fox's was a very clever pieco of 
riding, for he got first run on Coster Joy, 
and although Mara, who had been baulked 
a little by West Wicklow, was gaining ground 
on him, he beat her by two lengths. Jugo, 
who was giving ge to the winner, was 
third, beaten only by a neck for second 
place, and Old Dukes, who ran a very good 
race under his weight, was fourth.

Stakes at Ascot. That was the race in which 
most people thought Golden Lullaby was so 
unlucky, and the fact that The Macnab was 
able to win so easily yesterday pays tribute
